In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warrant nej favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 1 1 1 1 1 35 (35 U.S C 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: some of the 112 first rejection issues were discusses. For example, 
how the electricity would be generated. It was explained using figure 1 7 that by using a magnet and the coil, electricity 
could be transferred. Also, it was askedby the examiners if the body, as shown in figure 1 is under water since the 
turbines 24 are disclosed in the specifications to compress and decompress air. The examiners recommended to 
further specify the invention, in particular, claim only one invention instead of using a generic claim since such claim 
would be broad and be able to read on prior art. The examiners recommended to explain how the turbines play a role 
in the invention and also claiming the body shape, a support for the body and specifying the rotation angle of the 
control members (hydroplanes) would help in differentiating the present invention from the prior art.. 
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
